The 
sister liner, Queen Mary, will sail 
next Wednesday, a week later than 
originally scheduled.

major parties have for years 
been trying to keep the mi- 
nor party candidates off the 
ballot by setting up impos- 
sibly high standards of quali- 
fication. The well-financed 
Wallace movement managed 
to get on in all the states 
but three, but another new 
party might not be so suc- 
cessful. And the Socialists 
and other smaller fry were 
simply out of luck in several 
states.

ment went further. 
The 


Dixiecrats seemed to distrust 
their own strength, for they 
tried to advance their cause 
by preventing President Tru- 
man's supporters from hav- 
ing a chance to vote for him. 
He did not appear at all on 
the Alabama 
ballot, 
and 


some other ballots 
stated 


that the regular Democratic 
nominee was Governor Thur- 
mond. This, of course, was 
not true at all.

away with these tentative ef- 
forts of 1948, the United

spread of legalized disfran- 
chisement.

From Gas Comes 
In Cold Weather 


AUSTIN, Nov. 25.— (Spl.).. With 


the advent of cold weather euch 
year in this .state, several deaths 
are 
usually 
reported, 
resulting 


from asphyxiation by gas fumns 
in improperly ventilated homes or 
sleeping 
quarters. 


Dr. Geo. W. Cox, state health 


officer, has Issued a warning in 
this respect, emphasizing that It 
Is never safe to sleep in a tightly 
closed room with a pas fire burn- 
Ing. 
Even 
If there are no gas 


leaks, the air soon becomes vitiat- 
ed and unfit to breathe. 


"When occupying a room 
in 


which gas Is burning, be sure al- 
ways to have .\t least one wlndoiv 
or door open, to admit fresh air," 
Dr. Cox said. "If the weather Is 
too cold to permit leaving an open 
window In tho room occupied, then 
play safe by opening a door into 
an adjoining room, where a win- 
dow can be opened." 


Dr. Cox said he V/RS prompted 


o Issue this warning early in tbe 
season because of the fact that 
thousands of new residents in the 
state have come from districts 
where they have been used 
to 


burning coal, wood or oil, and 
they do not know the dangers of 
gas fumes In Improperly ventilat- 
ed homes. 


"Occupying a room heated by 


an open Kas flftme, and at the 
same 
tVie 
keeping 
the 
room 


tightly closed, may prove dlsas-. 
trous tho very first time it is 
tried," Dr. Cox said. "It Is better 
not to risk It oven one time. A\- 
wayp be sure that your room has 
plenty of Iresh air, but 
make 


doubly sure when you have a gas 
lire burning."
